-A. NTWERP, Sept. 30.—At 5 o'clock this afternoon all the outer 
t Antwerp forts in the southern section, including those at Duffel, 
Waelhem, Lierre, Kessel, Wavre and Catherine, were simultaneouse- 
ly attacked by 8.5-inch and |!-inch heavy guns. These guns are 
mounted on huge tractors and their fire was directed by German 
biplanes, which dropped three small captive balloons near the forts. 
The forts and the Belgian batteries replied vigorously. Field 
artillery, machine guns and infantry are held in readiness to repulse 
any attacks on the open town of Lierre. The hospital there was 
heavily shelled. The people of Bouchout and Waeclhem, many of 
whom were wounded, have fled to Antwerp. The Belgian military 
authorities are confident of victory. |

patience. Some public demonstrations 
are reported to have occurred in Vi- 
enna and Gratz. 

Financial conditions in Austria- 
Hungary show some improvement. 
The banks are paying out more money 
and trade accounts are being settled 
more rapidly. At Trieste, coal import- 
ers who are desirous of obtaining sup- 
plies from America have asked the 
Austrian government to give definite 
assurance that coal imported from 
America itn American bottoms wil] not 
be confiscated for military purposes.

Position beautiful, of San Diego, 
ig today practically complete; to be 
exact, is 97 per cent. complete. When 
at midnight, December 31, 1914, the 
exposition opens, completed in every 
detail, and paid for to a penny, an 
architectural gem that blends pecu- 
liarly with the landscape and climate 
of San Diego, enveloped in an at- 
mosphere of old Spain, will be present- 
ed to the eye. Every building is of the 
Spanish colonial architecture, and all 
blends, forming a harmonious whole 
unlike any other exposition. Spanish 
bands and serenaders will wander 
through the grounds, carrying out the 
Spanish order. 

CALIFORNIA RESOURCES. 

In accordance with the ideas of 
the director-general, H. ©, Davis, the 
exposition will show the process of 


sources of California in its exhibits 
rather than mere displays of products, 
and will be largely educational. 

The installation of exhibits in five 
of the buildings was begun this week, 
and three carloads of the Smith- 
sonian Institution exhibits, represent- 
ing ancient art of Central and South 
America, left Washington, D. C., to be 
installed next week. 

The California building, one of the 
most beautiful structures this 
country, is completed, and will be ac- 
cepted by Gov. Johnson tomorrow 
with due ceremony. 

The exhibit of the seven southern 


sountics. one of the most interestin 


exhibits of the fair, is being in-| 
stalled. This includes the wonderful 
model farm and will show all of the 
resources of Southern California by 
showing the processes of farming and 
developing the land, as well as the 
many products. 
EDUCATIONAL FEATURES. 

Aside from the educational fea- 
tures of the exposition the amuse- 
ment features are one of the big at- 
tractions as the Isthmus, the amuse- 
ment street, is one of the longest 
amusement streets of any of the ex- 
positions, having more than a mile 
of frontage, all of which is contracted 
for. Many wonderful spectacular dis- 
plays will be featured here including 
the painted desert, the Santa Fe ex- 
hibit showing Indian life on the 
desert, the miniature Panama Canal. 
Hagenbeck's wild animals show, the 
Chagres river and the war of ‘the 
worlds. 


Three months from today the 
exposition will be opened to. the 
world. On this day occurs the 


formal opening of the Panama Canal, 
whose completion is to be celebrated 
by the two expositions at San Fran- 
cisco and San Diego. No other event 
has been marked by two celebrations 
of this sort, and no other event has 
been of such prime importance to 
the country which is celebrating. The 
striking feature of the expositions is 
that they are celebrations not alone 
of something which is completed and 
gone on. but rather of semething 
which isjahead; they might be con- 
sidered as heralding the mightier

The great service of the expositions 
will be to bring people through the 
West country. It will be to show them

They will look long and they wil) 
remain long. And those visitors to 
whom the operation of an eighty or 
160-acre farm can mean little, will 
aleo see the model intensive farm 
‘down the Alameda, where on five 
acres of land is grown as much as on 
four or five times as much space un- 
der old conditions, The effort is to 
show that new ideas have come 
about, and that today, by . scientific 
methoda, the farmer can support him. 
self and hia family easily, and lay 
aside a considerable surplus annually 
from one of these small tracts.

Kin Ka Ku Ji is more 
than 1000 years old, and is one of 
the most exquisite examples of Japa- 
nese architecture now in existen-e. 
Surrounding the pavilion ts a typical 
Japanese garden, covering 150,000 
square feet, the shrubs, flowers, -he 
turf and even the stones of which 
are being brought to San Francisco 
by ship from far off Japan, that all 
in the garden may be in perfect har- 
mony. The Japanese pavilion will be 
decorated with the works of art for 
which the Japanese are famous. 
Copies of the ancient prints and art 
treasures, dating back 1500 years, 
will be on display, and as a nark of 
courtesy, the private collection of 
modern Japanese art, in the posses- 
sion of the Emperor and formerly 
the property of the Emperor's fath- 
er will be loaned for the exhibit.

AMNESTY BILL 
GIVES FREEDOM. 


CUBAN REPRESENTATIVES PASS 
MEASURE TO LIBERATE FOR- 
MER. GOV. ASBERT. 


ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 

HAVANA, Sept. 30.—The House of 
Representatives passed the general 
amnesty bill by a large majority to- 
day. This measure is especially de- 
signed to cover the cases of Gen. Er- 
nesto Asbert, former Governor of Ha- 
vana province, and Eugenio Arias, a 
former member of the House of Mep- 
resentatives, who were sentenced in 
June of last year to serve long terms 
of imprisonment for the killing of 
Gen. Amendo Riva, chief of the na- 
tional police. . 

The shooting of Gen. Riva occurred 
on the evening of July 7, 1913, in 
the most crowded portion of the 
Prado. Gen. Riva had stopped his 
carriage in front of the Asbert Club 
and had caused the arrest of the 
doorkeeper. Asbert and Arias arrived 
in an automobile about the same tine 
and a heated dispute arose, followed 
by many shots. The Chief of Police 
was badly wounded, and died two 
days later.

a lesson of tremendous importance to 
the city man, who has had little suc- 
cess and wants to leave the city, but 
does not know how to get back to 
the land. Mighty things have been 
done in the West in recent years, but 
there are still mightier things to be 
done, because the resources of the 
great West are hardly tapped as yet. 

Similar in spirit as showing old 
things in new form, is the display 
of the southern counties, whose cit- 
rus orchard lies along the Alameda 
directly across from the model in- 
tensive farm. Instead of seeing a 
great stack of oranges and lemons and 
grapefruit, the visitors will gee the 
citrus fruits growing on the trees. 
He will be able to smell the fragrance 
of the blooms; He will discover that 
the orange really grows on a tree 
instead of growing in the crate in 


which he has always seen it in md 


fruit displays back East. 4 
Adjoining this citrus orchard is the 
tea plantation, which has  »been 
brought to San Diego from Ceylon. 
The 200 tea plants are in charge of 
a Singalese nurseryman, and through- 
out 1915 the natives will cultivate 
the trees, and strip from them the 
commercial tea leaves, turning them 
over to the girls who will cure them 
and prepare them for serving td vist- 
tors in the pavilion at the center of 
the plantation.

THE PAINTED DESERT. 

Just within the north gate at San 

Diego, at the head: of the isthmus, 


lies the “painted desert” of the Sunta 


Fe Railway, the most important In- 
dian exhibit which has ever been 
staged. Starting out with an estimat- 
ed cost of $100,000, it is now thought 
likely the expenditure by the Santa 
Fe will considerably exceed that 
amount. e “desert” is divided by 
mesa north and south. 
High in the rock which covers this 
mesa on the west slope are the habi- 
tations of the cliffdwellers. In the 
cactus-filled sands below them rise 
the habitations of the Navajos and 
the other wandering tribes, with here 
and there a “hogan” or log house of 
the Navajos, set up and housing its 
red inhabitants. A shallow arroyo 
runs through this little village. On 
the east slope of the mesa is a great 
pueblo modeled after the ancient one 
at Taos. In that same section is ‘a 
Zuni pueblo, and near by lies a Hopt 
pueblo, with a row of small adobe 
houses of the Rio Grande tribesmen 
filling in the far side. The interior 
of the adobe houses is like that of 
the Governor's palace at Santa Fe. 
There are trading posts, and corrals 
for horses and for sheep and goats 
and cattle. Almost in the center are 
two “kivas.” one of the ancient va- 
riety, entirely under ground, the other

ground surface. There are outcrop- 
pings of rock through the sand, and 
the rock ts untformly a close copy 
of the red sandstone with the occa- 
sional lurid colors which appear in 
the real painted desert of Arizona. 
The cactus and much of the rock and 
the cedar posts have been brought 
from New Mexico and Arizona.

LONDON, Sept. 30, 10:50 p.m— 
German tales of tragic episodes of 
the war were issued by the official 
press bureau tonight. The stories were 
taken from a book called “Krieg’s 
Chronik,” which was seized from 
aliens entering English ports. The 


volume consists, accqrding to the bu- 
reau, “partly of a highly untrust- 
,Worthy chronicle of the war and part- 
ly of soldiers’ letters from the front.” 
As showing the methods of 
thought of the enemy, these last have 
considerable value,” continues the bu- 
reau, “It is not the truth or falsity 
of the tales that matters, but the 
applause and self-congratulation of 
the writers on deeds of gross treach- 
ery and cruelty claimed to have been 
done by themselves or comrades.” 
The narrative of an artillery offi- 
cer “on the extermination of a Rel- 
gian village” as given out by the bu- 
reau, follows: “The countryside was 
full of our troops. Nevertheless, the 
stupid peasants must need shoot at 
our men, as they marched by, from 
lurking places. y before yesterday 


morning the Prussian troops sur- 
rounded a village, put the women, 
children and old people aside and 


shot all the men. The village was 
then burned to the ground.”

BRITISH CASUALTIES. 
The official report of casualties 
among British ofhcers in dispatches 
under date of September 24 and 26 


from general headquarters includes 
five killed, sixteen wounded, one died 
of wounds and two missing. 

Among the wounded is Brig.-Gen. 
Frederick D. V. Wing, commanding 
the Third Division of Roya! Artillery. 
Gen. Wing won distinction in the 
South African War, where he took 
part in many important operations 
and the defense of Ladysmith. 

DISPUTES GERMAN CHARGE. 

In an interview granted to the cor- 
respondent of a Copenhagen paper, 
Francis Dyke Acland, parliamentary 
Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
refutes certain statements made by 
the German Secretary of State, Herr 
von Jagow, in an interview recentiy 
issued at Berlin—*“that England has 
provoked poor Belgium to make re- 
sistance.” 

“This leaves it to be inferred,” says 
Mr. Aciand, “that Belgium, if unpro- 
voked, would really have allowed her- 
self to be trampled upon. It might 
have been thought that the nature of 
the resistance offered by Belgium 
would be enough to prevent such a 
libel on a gallant foe. An official 
statement issued this week by the 
Belgian government conclusively 
proves that no provocation from Eng- 
land or anybody elee was needed to 
make Belgium maintain her rights. 
The Belgian government, at the time 
of the Agadir crisis, did not hesitate 
to warn the foreign Ambassador in 
terms which could not be misunder- 
stood of its intention to compel re- 
spect for the neutrality of Belgium 
by every means at its disposal.” 

The Under Secretary calls attention 
to Herr von Jagow’s statement that 
Germany’s did not violate Belgium's 
neutrality until the night of August 
8-4. But on August 2, he says, Sir 
Edward Grey, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, promised the French 
Ambassador the full support of the 
English fleet if the German fleet at- 
tacked the French coast. 

“The German Minister,” comments 
Mr. Acland, “suppresses the facts that 
already on July 81, Sir Edward Grey 
had asked the French and German 
governments if they were prepared 
to agree to respect the neutrality of 
Belgium; that, France immediately 
gave the required agreement; that 
Herr von Jagow said he could not 


answer, that the anewer  ulti- 
mately received was ‘No.’" —

AEROPLANE | 
TO AID BRITONS. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—The mam- 
moth eeroplane America, with which 
Lieut. Porte had expected to fly across 
the Atlantic, wes shipped to England 
today on the steamer Mauretania and, 
it is said, will be used by the British 
government for war service. 

The America, said to be the world’s 
most powerful aeroplane, was tested 
at Hammondsport, N. Y., last summer 
before the European war caused a 
postponement of the proposed flight. 

Iieut. John C. Porte, who expected 
to make the trip across the Atlantic 
in the America, was an officer in the 
British navy. Soon after war was de- 
clared he returned to England. The 
America was originally built for Rod- 
man Wanamaker. Mr. Wanamaker, 
his secretary said today, had given or- 
ders for the construction of a still 
more powerful machine. 


An American seronaut, A. B. Gaines, 
offered today i.is services and those 
of five other aviators to the English 
government. He waa told that it was 
not possible for him to enlist in this 


jcountry, but if the aviators would 
|make application in Canada or Eng- 


land they would undoubtedly be wel- 
comed. The Cunard line officials said 
that the aeroplane had been shipped 
by a well-known firm of this city to 
“order.” This, it was explained, meant 


ithat the aeroplane would be surren- 


dered on the other side tv the per- 
son presenting the bill of lading there- 
for, which had already been sent for- 
ward by mail. It is understood that 
the aeroplane had been purchased by 
a private individual and would be 
turned over to the British government 
on its arrival in Liverpool. It was 
further reported that six other eero- 
Planes had been ordered by the 
America’s purchaser and that these, 
too, would be presented to the Brit- 
ish government. These machines, it 
was said, were now being hastily con- 
structed at the factory of an aero- 
plane concern at Hammondsport, N. 
Y. They would be valuable in effect- 
ing quick crossings of the English 
Channel and as an aid to the Brit- 
ish navy in extended scouting trips. 
it was said by aeronauts who were fa- 


The America and two other aero- 
planes manufactured, by the Ham- 
mondsport company were brought to 
this city on a special traingpwenty- 
four hours before the Maurethpia 
sailed. It was learned tonight all 
three were consigned to the game in- 
lividual and placed in tte- same hold. 
The machines were taken in sections 
from Hammondsport to Bath, N. Y., 
in several high-powered automobiles 
and hastily loaded on a special train 
during the hours between midnight 
and 3 o’clock in the morning.

Rush to Supply Cannon to 
Equip Their Army.

Fishing Boat is Destroyed by 
a Floating Mine.

ROME (via Paris) Sept. 30.—Fac- 
tories manufacturing big guns are 
working night and day to finish the 
supply of modern cannon which has 
been ordered for the Italian army. 
The firms hope to be able to hasten 
the work to such an extent that the 
whole army will be provided with 
these cannon in a few weeks. 

An order has been issued to hasten 
the preparation of the supply of pro- 


visions and ammunition for the 
troops. 
Signor Monti-Guarnieril, deputy

FHOUGHT MINE WINE CASK. 


Details of the destruction of a fish- 
ing boat off Rimini by a floating mine 
show that the fishermen mistook the 


mine for a wine cask, which they 
sought to recover. 
Throwing out a line, they drew 


the supposed cask toward them, arid 
when it touched their craft an ex- 
plosion occurred. The boat was blown 
to pieces and all the nine men on 
board were killed. Members of other 
fishing crews in the vicinity were 
wounded by flying splinters.

TORPEDO BOAT MAY BE SUNK. 

An Italian torpedo boat is reported 
to have been sunk today by a mine 
between Venice and Comacchio, in 
the Adriatic Sea. No confirmation of 
the report can be obtained in official 
circles. 

Meetings were held today by the 
various Italian parliamentary groups 
to discuss the situation. Resoluttons 
were passed at all the gatherings sub- 
stantially approving the attitude of 
the government, on condition that its 
neutrality shall mean the sure pro- 
tection of Italian interests, 

The women of Germany, according 
to reports received here, are prepar- 
ing woolen garments for the soldiers 
in the battle line.

The reports also state that a com- 
mittee of women has been formed for 
the purpose of Inducing all the wom- 
en of Germany to give up their gold 
ornaments with the fdea of  trans- 
forming them into money with which 
to buy arms.

Each woman receives in. ex- 
change for her gold ornaments an 
iron ring, inscribed with the words: 
“I gave gold for this.”

It is recalled that at the time of 
the Italo-Turkish conflict Austria pro- 
tested because a flotilla of torpedo 
boats under command of the Duke of 
the Abruzzi approached the eastern 
coat of the Adriatic.

The 
Rheinish-Westphalia Gazette pub- 
lishes, with approving comment, the 
followtng letter: 

“The ‘frequently e¢x- 
pressed, that the Indians, when they 
learn of British defeats, will rise 
against their oppressors, may yet be 
fulfilled. I have just had an oppor- 
tunity to talk with a German physi- 
clan from Muenster, who was for 
many years in India. He says that 
Great Britain is circulating reports in 
India of fabulous victories on land 
and sea and Germany can no longer 
offer any earneert resistance. 

“All newspapers appearing tn Indla 
are daily fed with reports of British 
victories and other newspapers, with 

of even the slightest reverses, 
are not allowed to enter the country. 
The censorship fa extraordinarily 
sharp. The Indians believe these re- 
ports of victories, since they receive 
no other reports than such as are cal- 
culated to strengthen their belief that 
Great Britain is unconquerable. If this | 
confidence should be ever s0 (Iittle 
shaken, the consequences for British 
rule in India could not be foreseen. 

“Tt should, therefore, be the en- 
deavor of the German government to

FRANC-TIREURS 
FIRE ON GERMANS.

LONDON, Sept. 3:0.—The corre- 
spondent of Reuter’s Telegram Com- 
pany at Amsterdam eays that a dis- 
patch has been received there from 
Berlin stating the German General 
Staff announces that the surgeon-gen- 
eral of the army has sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to Emperor William:

So great is 
the danger to be apprehended in a 
retreat before ap active enemy, that 
the Germans may be expected to make 
every effort to strengthen their line 
through Douai and St. Amand. 

It is this that makes unlikely an 
attack in force on Antwerp at this 
time. It ig much more likely that 

e Germans are endeavoring by a 
heavy bombardment of the Antwerp 
forts to hold the Belgian army in 
thig vicinity in order to prevent them 
from strengthening the northern flank 
of the allies’ general line at LAlle. 
The addition of the Belgian army to 
the allies’ forces along the German 
line in this vicinity might have a de- 
cisive influence on the outcome. 

The German attack on the Russian 
line along the Niemen River, north 
of Grodno, is believed to be only a 
demonstration to relieve pressure on 
the Austrian and German armies in 
the south. If the Germans can force 
their way across the Niemen they 
will be able to destroy the Warsaw- 
Petrograd Ratiway, which is the prin- 
cipal] transportation line in this part 
of the Russian empire. 

The German edvance against the 
forts along the Narew River in 
Northeastern Poland is a continuation 
of this same demonstration.

In the meantime 
they have for a week been fighting the 
Germans all along the River Nienren, 
between Kovno and Grodno, and thus 
far have held them In check, while 
reinforcements. have ng 
them. 

ANTWERP. 

The Germans are even busier than 
the Russians for besides the battles 
in France and Ruasia, they have be- 
gun an attack on the outer forts of 
Antwerp. For two days they have 
been shelling Forts Waelhem and 
Wavre-8St. Catharine, which cover the 
road from Malines to Antwerp. Behind 
Waelhem ere the waterworks’ that 
supply Antwerp, but even the destruc- 
tion of these would not be fatal to 
the fortress as a good supply of wa- 
ter has been provided for from other 
sources, 

Concerning the progress of this at- 
tack, the official reports give widely 
different accounts. The Belgians say 
the German attempts to advance have 
been repulsed and that thefr shells 
have had no effect on the forts. On 
the other hand the Germans declare 
the Belgian soldiers have been driven 
back. It probably will be some days 
before the Germans bring the full 
force of their artillery to bear and 
not until then can it be judged 
whether the forts can stand the fire 
of modern si guns, 

The Germans have agreed not to 
damage or destroy historical monu- 
ments or churches if the Belgians will 
agree not to use them for military 
purposes, 

The sowtng of floating mines by the 
Austrians to harass the French and 
English warships in the Adriatic. aas 
resulted in the sinking of an Italian 
fishing boat and the Italian rovern- 
ment has entered a protest at Vienna. 
The incident has created bitter feeling 
in Italy, where ft ts said the mines 
have drifted from the Austrian to the 
Italian side of the Adriatic, and have 
terrorized the fishing industry, which 
is the chief resource of this region. 

Marquis di San Giuliano, the For- 
e‘zn Minister, who ts one of the chief 
friends of the Triple Alliance in Italy, 
is seriously ill, and Premier Salandra 
has taken charge of the Foreign Of- 
fice. It is suggested in London that 
this might bring about some change 
in the policy of Italy, as the Premier 
ia said to be in favor of Italy joining 
with the allies, to which Marquis di 
San Giuliano was strongly opposed. 

GSemlin, the important Austrian 
town opposite Belgrade, which the 
Servians captured several weeks a0, 
but evacuated when the Austrians 
threatened them in another quarter, 
has again fallen into Servian hands.

GERMAN CASE 
BY DERNBURG. 


No Great Wrong in the I n- 
vasion of Belgium. 


“Let Us Not Shirk the Big 
Issue,” Is His Plea, 


Gladstone Has Settled the 
Matter for England. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Sept. 21.—Whoever says that 
Germany should have forsaken Aus- 
tria if she did not take Germany's 
counse] to crouch before Russia's pre- 
tenses asks her to commit an act of 
breach of the most solemn obliga- 
tions and subscribe to the ‘scrap of 
paper’ theory that is so much at- 
tacked,” says Dr. Bernhardt Dernburg, 
former Colonial Secretary of the Ger- 
man empire, in a presentation of Ger- 
many’s case to the New York Sun. 
“As a matter of fact,” he continues, 
“the scrap of paper theory is not a 
German but an English invention; ag 
proved above. But not only the treaty 


with the dual monarchy, but the hos- 
tile attitude of her neighbors, forced 
Germany to stand by Austria. That 
France would come in was a foregone 
conclusion (as they”have the same 
treaty with Russia as we had with 
Austria) and how and why England's 
interests dictated her to assist France, 
I have just tried to expose. This trou- 
ble hag been pending over Europe for 
a number of years. It is ridiculous 
to proclaim Russia, the land of 
pogroms and Siberian horrors, as a 
progressive European power, as a 
shield of liberalism and as the land 
of growing liberty. It is rather un- 
fortunate, and I do think it is being 
regretted very much by England, that 
their common interest with France 
has forced it to become allies to Rus- 


sia, 

“I belleve that the end of all this 

struggle can Only be accomplished 
when the truly progressive nations of 
the West, led by Germany and Eng- 
and, join hands to render to Europe 
her peace on an honest and équitable 
basis. How this wilk come about de- 
pends upon the spirit of the various 
peoples. Germany did not want this 
war; it was forced upon her. Austria 
felt it as a national] necessity; it sure- 
ly did not want it. France did not 
want the war; there was too much at 
stake. England did not wish the war, 
because she could have been absolute- 
ly contented with the state of Europe 
before the outbreak of the war. It 
was the pan-Stavic tendency that got 
the better of saner views of the Rus- 
sian Czar that started the ball roll- 
ing. In this light it is needless to ask 
whether the difference between Aus- 
tria and Servia could have been ar- 
bitrated or not. They are questions 
of national existence and honor which 
do not lend themselves to arbitra- 
tion. The Pan-Slavian theory which 
wants to bring every S!iav under the 
rule of the Czar is threatening to 
break up Austria and even wipe it off 
the European slate. That Servia was 
used as a wedge, and driven into his 
neighbor's living body, the documents 
attacihtd to the Austrian ultimatum 
prove conclusively. 
“It is equally useless to try to prove 
that Germany committed a great 
wrong by breaking Belgium's neutrali- 
ty. Mr. Gladstone settles that ques- 
tion once for all in the negative and 
Sir. Edward Grey is with him. 

“All this is a very sad state of af- 
fairs and has been leading to very 
serious consequences. Butit is of no 
use to stickle at incidents in order to 
shirk the great issue. The great is- 
sue has been and is now whether the 
Slav is to rule from the Japanese sea 
to Berlin and further west, or whether 
Germany even fighting with her civi- 
lized western neighbors, is to stand 
up to maintain European civilization 
and save it from the rule. f the knout. 

“It is very often said that England 
entered into war in consequence of 
the violation of Blegium’s neutrality. 
Sir Edward Grey, whom I have known 
for a long while, and always consid- 
ered a superior diplomatist, but a 
gentleman, has never stated that the 
breach of the Belgium neutrality was 
the reason, and even less the only rea- 
son, for England's going to warn His 
theory as expressed in his great speech 
in the House of Commons on August 
8, is contained in his quotation from 
Mr. Gladstone's address to the house 
of Commons on August 8, 1870. This 
quotation runs: 

“There is, I admit, the obligation 
of the treaty. . but I am not 
able to subscribe to the doctrine, . 
that the simple fact of the exis- 
tence of a guarantee is binding, on 
@very party to it, irrespective alto- 
gether of the particular position in 
which it may find itself at the time 
when the occasion for acting on the 
guarantee arises. The great 
ties upon foreign policy, 

Lord Aberdeen and Lord Peievecston, 
hever to my knowledge took that 
rigid, and, if I may venture to say 
so, that. impracticable view of the 
guarantee. The circumstance that 
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there is already an sniebinn guarantee 
in force is, of necessity, an important 
fact and a weighty element in the 
case. . . . There is also this fur- 
ther consideration, the force of which 
we must all feel most deeply, and 
that is the common interests against 
the unmeasured aggrandizement of 
any power whatever.’ 

“This means in so many words that 
the neutrality treaty did not obligate 
England to uphold it, and that it was 
Mr. Gladstone’s as well as Sir Edward 
Grey’s opinion that it should be up- 
held only if and because the particu- 
lar interest of England commanded 
it. That it means also this, that the 
guarantee was not binding upon Ger- 
many either if its particular position 
did not permit of her holding it. Ger- 
many has offered Belgium integrity 
and indemnity, which she refused. 
Her particular position necessitated 
marching through Belgium, and this, 
according to Mr. Gladstone, she had 
a right to do. Ramsay Macdonald, 
the great English labor leader, at- 
tacking Sir Edward Grey in the La- 
bor Leader of Manchester, comments 
very bitterly on this theory. He 
says (see New York Evening Post of 
September 8:) 

“‘*Germany’s guarantee to Belgium 
would have been accepted by Mr. 
Gladstone. If France had decided to 
attack Germany through Belgium Sir 
Edward Grey would not have ob- 
jected, but would have justified him- 
self by Mr. Gladstone’s opinions.’ 

“Every unbiased reader of the 
above quotation will agree to this. 
The salient point is that, to use Mr. 
Gladstone's words, England was afraid 
of ‘an unmeasured aggrandizement of 
Germany,’ and that is why she re- 
Bolved to defend the Belgian neu- 
trality. This was her interest and 
such is Mr. Gladstone's theory, which 
Sir Edward Grey declares rules the 
British attitude. England has been 
the foremost power in the world for 
many hundred years, and Sir Edward 
Grey did not mean to bargain away 
lightly this inheritance.” 


FORBID SMOKING 
IN CLOSED CARS.

MEN MAY PUFF AWAY IN 
THE OPEN SECTION.

Saunders’s Claims. 


ATER CONTROL 
IN DESERT AREA. 


BIG FIGHT WIDL OPEN SOON IN 
PHOENIX. 


While Only Four Small Claims Are 
Disputed, They Contain Water- 
holes Controlling Half a Million 
Acres of Grazing Land—Local 
Capitalists Interested in Outcome. 


Special Agent Sheridan of the De- 

partment of the Interior left last 
night for Phoenix to appear in be- 
half of the goverhment in a case in- 
volving the question whether patent 
shall issue on four small claims en- 
tered by B. F. Saunders of Salt Lake, 
now deceased, under the mineral laws 
of the United States. 
Connected with the Htigation, but 
covering land sought to be entered 
on government scrip, is an area of 
nearly 600,000 acres, origtoally locat- 
ed by Mr. Saunders, but afterward 
sold by him to the Grand Canyen Cat- 
tle Company,-of which E. J. Mar- 
shall of this city, of the Torrance- 
Marshal! Company, is president. 

The patent has not been issued on 
the claim for the large area, but is 
still in abeyance in the department 
at! Washington, but the patent has 
been issued in the four cases that will 
be tried before Judge Sawtelle. 

It is alleged that the small tracts 
whose patent will be attacked con- 


tain water holes necessary to the 
existence of large droves of cattle 
in that country, and that the great 
areas, if allowed to go to patent, will 
give the Grand Canyon Cattle Com- 
pany control of the entire water 
supply in that part of the country. 
It is alleged by the government 
that the Grand Canyon Cattle Com- 
pany is not an innocent purchaser of 
the land; that the four tracts are 
not mineral in character, as alleged 
when the patent was granted, and 
that it is not the policy of the gov- 
ernment to allow any one corporation 
to have a close monopoly of the 
supply of water in the cattle country. 
The land is located on what is 
known as the Kaibab plateau, north 
of the Grand Canyon of the Colorado. 
It is especially suited to grazing pur- 
poses, but if the cattle company suc- 
ceeds in defeating the government in 
the four small mineral claims, and 
secures a patent covering about 
500,000 acres now covered by scrip, 
it will have absolute control of the 
water supply in that part of the coun- 
try. There are no streams running 
through the land, but there are a 
series of holes, where the water 
gathers, available for the uses of the 
range where there are today thou- 
sands of cattle. 

It is no part of the government 
case that charges of any character 
lie against the Grand Canyon Cattle 
Company, but the allegations indicate 
that B. F. Saunders, who, in his life- 
time. was one of the big cattle men 
of Utah, was privy to the fact that 
the land contained watér holes that 
made it very valuable for cattle rais- 
ing, and that the owner of the land 
would have a monopoly of the water 
supply.

STEAMSHIP ATLANTIC, TO OCALD

Laden with more than $1,000,000 of 
cargo, the new steamer Atlantic of the 
Emery Steamship Line will arrive 
here tomorrow with what is believed 
the largest cargo that ever passed 
Boston Light.

ITH close to twenty metropoli-

world under a million population. Los

in a few weeks; the great ten-story 
Trinity Auditorium on Grand, near 
Ninth, which is already partially oc- 
cupled; the mammoth new home of 
the Broadway Department Store, the 
second unit of which has just been 
started; the thirteen-story building 
of the Los Angeles Bible Institute on 
Hope, near Sixth, the largest struc- 
turé in the world designed exclusive-

AMERICAN EXPEDIENTS.

situation, than the ability of the 
banks to issue a of 
mergen currency under e pro- 
of the Aldrich-Vreeland Act. 
That act was based upon the expe- 
rience of the bankers in the panic of 
1907, and, although it had been on 
the statute books for six years, its fa- 
cilities were never availed of until 
August 3, last, the day that the New 
York banks voted to issue Clearing- 
house loan certificates. Fortunately 
for the ‘Yanks, the Federal Reserve 
Act reduced the interest charge on the 
emergency notes from an almost pro- 
nibitive level to 3 per cent. for the 
fret three months with 6 per cent. as 
the maximum. Congress, on Auguat 
¢, further amended the law so that 
the Secretary of the Treasury was 
permitted to give the emergency notes 
to banks having outstanding less than 
40 per cent. of their capital in bond 
secured circulation.

Sep City banks have subscribed for 
a $100,000,000 loan consisting of one, 
two and three-year 6 per cent. New 
York City notes for the purpose of 
caring for New York City’s maturing 
obligations at London and Paris. 
Each of the subscribing banks will, 
if necessary, supply a certain amount 
of gold or its equivalent in exchange, 
in connection with the transaction. 
The indications are. however, that 
only @ relatively small amount of gold 
will have to shipped to Ottawa in 
connection with these operations, for 
the reason that, as soon as the for- 
eign markets see that this country is 
willing to export a large amount of 
gold, they will not ask for it. 

There never was a time when Eu- 
rope Was as eager to buy our food- 
stuffs as she is today. We have the 
only available wheat surplus of sufi- 
cient size to be of real service at a 
time when the great nations at war 
face an unprecedented demand. Grain 
shipments are enlarging, and the indi- 
cations are that the outward move- 
ment of all foodstuffs will soon be 
enormously increased. It seems fair, 
therefore, to assume that these en- 
larged purchases of foodstuffs and 
other materials in the United States 
by the nations at.war and by the na- 
tions indirectly affected by the war 
will be sufficient to largely offset Ahe 
falling off in our foreign trade through 
the decline in the volume of exports 
due to business stagnation on the 
other side. But the United States has 
a rare opportunity to Increase its for- 
eign trade, as the new banking and 
currency system, which will be in- 
stalled in the near future, will give the 
banks of this country facilities which 
they never enjoyed before. The out- 
look, therefore, is favorable for sus- 
tained improvement in this country 
later on, and should it be possible to 
end the European war in the near fu- 
ture there is little doubt but that 
there would be a quick revival of busi- 
ness activity here. 

One effect of the war and the com- 
plications which have resulted from it 
will be to ultimately raise interest 
rates in cases where very large loans 
are applied for. An immense amount 
of financing will have to be done by 
the belligerents within the next few 
montha, since the expense of keeping 
the vast armies in the field is more 
than $50,000,000 a day, to say nothing 
of the outlays for equipment and other 
material. 

Itjwould be misleading to present 
the view that the war in Europe has 
had no effect on the United States in 
its finances or industries. Mr. Rey- 
nolds has shown that there has been 
such effect. But the point we would 
make is the vast difference between 
our conditions here and those abroad. 
Our industries are running a little 
Slackly, and for a time the move- 
ment of our crops is slow and hesitat- 
ing. There are people out of employ- 
ment and out of funds in all parts of 
the country, but all this is a drop in 
the bucket compared to the ocean of 
trouble that is engulfing nearly all the 
civilized world. '

AFTER “DOPE” ON FROSTsS. 


Government Places Observation Sta- 
tions in New Citrus Belt to Provide 
Safeguards for Growers, 


A survey of the conditions under 
which the citrus tree lives, with the 
idea of providing scientific safeguards 
against frost, has been undertaken by 
the United States Weather Bureau. 

Beginning today, the bureau will 
put observation stations in operation 
at Bonita, in San Diego county, Co- 
rona, Kscondido, San Fernando and 
Tustin. All stations are located in 
the midst or in close proximity to 
citrus orchards and all apparatus is 
located at a uniform height of five 
feet from the ground, go. as to pro- 
vide a checking comparison between 
temperature and rainfall at the sev- 
eral new citrus-belt stations. 

“Our special eitrus report,” said 
Forecaster Carpenter yesterday, “will 
show actual living conditions in the 
orchard and will provide data on 
which to base forecasts of frost and 
other unseasonable conditions. They 
will also be headquarters for the dis- 
semination of frost warnings.”

matter thought and attention. | 

The plan generally accepted as the 
only feasible and proper way to finance 
the project is by popular subscription.

BY POPULAR SUBSCRIPTION. 


To arrange and carry out a show 
of the .magnitude desired to ade- 
quately impress and delight our visi- 
tors, will require a large sum of mon- 
ey. This can be provided by the Iis- 
suance of shares of some kind or oth- 
er to any and all who desire to par- 
ticipate. That there are sufficient 
public-spirited people itn the city to 
furnish esufficient money seems cer- 
tain from the expressed opinion of 
many business men.

A moderate eadmission to the 
spectacle in the auditorium, it is be- 
lieved, would be cheerfully paid and 
would provide sufficient money to de- 
fray the expenses of the entire show.

The citrus fruit industry, which is 
& prosperous branch of horticulture tn 
California, is confined, with the ex- 
ception of a small acreage, entirely 
to the cougties of Southern Califor- 
nia. The year of 1911-1912 witnessed 
@ disastrous frost which pulled che 


normal production down to about 
18,000 cars and hurt the fruit some- 
what in the eastern market, in the 
face of a large and excellent Florida 
output that same year. But in the 
year of 1913, immediately following 
the freeze, California achieved the 
almost miraculous feat of producing 
46,000 carloads of oranges and lem>2ns 
again, equalling her best previous 


year. 

The crop for 1914-1915 is promis- 
ing another banner yield of over 
46,000 carloads; which will be worth 
over $33,000,000. There are in the 
State, most of it in the San Ber- 
nardino and San Gabriel valleys, 
191,367 acres under citrus cultivation, 
only about one-tenth of this amount 
being in lemons and grapefruit. 
Atthough California ranks as the 
leading producer of bariey in the 
United States its production of wheat 
and other grains is nvot large and is 
continually decreasing owing to the 
great demand for fruit lands. The 
amount of barley raised in 1914 to- 
tals 44,000,000 bushels, worth $20,- 
000,000. 

Southern California is the only sec- 
tion of the State successfully pro- 
ducing cotton. For 1914 the yield is 
65,000 bales, a $3,000,000 crop of 
especially fine quality, comparing fa- 


riety. The cotton acreage is confined 
at present to the Imperial Valley. 
Another Imperial Valley crop, 
which has established a lasting repu- 
tation throughout the United States, 
is that of the cantaloupe, of which 
4500 cars were shipped this season 
from that valley. Adding about 500 
cars from the Turlock district in the 
North, California’s total 1914. ship- 
ment is 6000 cars, having a cothmer- 
cial value of $4,000,000. : 
California’s production of cured 
fruit, hes, apricots, pears, prunes, 
apples and figs constitutes the only 
important factor in the dried-fruit 
market of the United States. 

Of peaches this year there will be 
30,000 tons; of apricots, 18,000; of 
prunes, 45,000 tons; apples, 2000 
tons, and figs, 45,000 tons. Besides 
supplying domestic markets, millions 
of pounds of this dried fruit are ex- 
ported to the different countries of 
world. 

The hay and forage crops in Cali- 
fornia amount to 3,600,000 tons an- 
nually, valued at $48,000,000. Of po- 
tatoes there are raised 4,000,000 
sacks, worth at present prices slight- 
ly Jess than $4,000,000. Of onions 
there is an output for this year of 


1,500,000 sacks, which bring’ the 
growers $750,000 at present selling 
prices. 


To properly conclude a resume of 
California crops for the notable year 
of 1914 mention should be made of a 
canned-fruit pack of 4,700,000 cases 
and a canned-vegetable pack of 


carloads of fresh deciduous fruits, 
which will go to the eastern market. 
as well as a large shipment of fresh 
vegetables, including celery and as- 
paragus, of which California is now 
a substantial producer.

DOORS OF CITY'S THOUSAND 
CARAVANSARIES OPEN. 


Fifty Million Dollars’ Worth of 
Hotels with Rooming Capacity for 
Over Forty Thousand Guests at 
One Time in Apple-pie Order for 
Our Visitors. 


Exposition Year will find Los An- 
geles well prepared to receive its host 
of visitors. The hotels and apartments 
have practically concluded their prep- 
arations for the great influx of 
travelers expected, even at this early 
date. 

There are more than 200 hotels and 
800 apartment-houses in business here. 
Many of them are of the latest and 
most comprehensive type that can be 


found in any city of the world. In the 
downtown district alone there are a 
dozen fine new hotels, which have just 
been completed and others that are 
under way and being rushed to be 
ready. The new Rosaslyn, is opening in 
a month, the new Stowell and Clark 
have been opened and are types of 
the splendid caravansaries ready to 
receive guests. 

Houses like the Alexandria, Van 
Nuys. Lankershim, Angelus, Hayward, 
Hollenbeck and Westminster have been 
undergoing treatments by renovating 
physicians. The total rooming ca- 
pacity of the hotels exceeds 15,000, 
while that of the apartments runs to 
the neighborhood of 25,000 rooms. It 
requires an army of more than 25,000 
men and women to operate and main- 
tain the hotels and apartments. 

A colossal sum of money is repre- 
sented in the hotel investments of.the 
city, aggregating at a very conserva- 
tive estimate, $50,000,000. The pay 
roll of the hote®is and apartments 
reaches $1,250,000 a month or $15,- 
000.000 a year, practically all of which 
remains at home. What the income 
of the hotels will be difficult to esti- 
mate. 

It is possible to secure a good room 
in this city at 50 cents a day and for 
$1. a room with bath may be obtained 
in some of the better class of hotels. 
The rates will not be advanced because 
of the heavy travel expected. The 
Southern California Hotel Men’s As- 
sociation, comprising—150 of the lead- 
ers in the business, have guaranteed to 
maintain their established quotations, 
which will make it Impossible for the 
smaller hotels to overcharge to any 
great extent, better facilities being 
available in the higher class hotels for 
what might be asked by the little fel- 
lows. 

The established prices in the down- 
town caravanesaries is from $1 to $5 
per day on the general run of rooms. 
For those who desire suites of two to 
six rooms, prices will range from $10 
to $50 a day. Apartments will range 
from $15 to $200 a month, affording a 
range that will meet the purse of any 
visitor who may desire to remain in 
Los Angeles indefinitely.

STABILITY OF CITY’S : 
FINANCES CONVINCING. 


TABILITY of a most convincing 
kind characterizes the fundamen- 
tally prosperous financial condi- 
tions of Los Angeles, as evidenced by 
the showing in bank clearings, re- 
sources and deposits in the city, in 
the distribution of profits made by 
the various institutions at this time, 


and the progress revealed in various 
lines of trade and industry. 


For the first nine months of this 
year total clearings exceed $880,000,- 
000. Last month’s aggregate was 
$86,864,463, an increase over the 
daily average for the previous month 
of approximately $200,000. The 
amount yesterday was nearly $3,500,- 
000, or more than $200,000 larger than 
for the same day last year. 

Deposits in the banks of the city 
are estimated at approximately $188,- 
000,000, while the total resources of 
the combined inatitutions exceed 
$206,000,000. From now on a steady 
increase in the amount on deposit is 
expected, owing to the arrival of tour- 
ists, who will come in unprecedented 
numbers this year on account of the 
expositions and the war in Europe. If 
the war should be settled shortly it 
is also believed a large volume of Eu- 
ropean capital will be invested here, 
now that the Panama Canal is open. 

Banking institutions will pay out in 
dividends this month about $500,000, 
this being the period for the quar- 
terly distributions. Among the im- 
portant disbursements are the follow- 
ing: First National, $105,000; Secur- 
ity Trust and Savings, $76,135; Farm- 
ers’ and Merchants’ National, $75,- 
000; German-American Trust and Sav- 
ings, $50,000; Citizens’ National, $45,- 
000; Merchants’ National, $25,000; 
National Bank of California, $20,000; 
Home Savings Bank, $17,500; Los An- 
geles Hibernian Savings, $3750. 

California oil companies will pay out 
during October about $1,000,000 in 
dividends. The principal disburse- 
ment is the Associated Oil Company’s 
semi-annual payment of $600,000. The 
Columbia Oil Producing Company's 
and Fullerton Oil Company's quarterly 
dividends are also due. Besidés there 
are the regular monthly disbursements 
of such companies as the Amalga- 
mated, West Coast, Caribou, Rice 
Ranch and Western Union. Royalty 
profits and distributions of private 
companies will easily make up the 
remainder. 
Aside from the payments just men- 
tioned there are certain industrial 
concerns which make distributions of 
profits at this time, which is generally 
known as the period of October dis- 
bursements. Although the payments 
in May and October are not nearly 
as large as in January and July, they 
are much greater during the 
other months. 


The distribution of the money al- 
ways tends to produce a better feel- 
ing during the first weeks of October, 
and consequently lively business is to 
be expected during this month, and 
the remainder of the year, for that 
matter, as later the effect of the large 
returns from the bountiful crops will 
be evidenced. The country has been 
especially favored in agricultural pro- 
ductivity this year, and millions of 
dollars will flow into Los Angeles 
from the fruits of the soil. 

The wave of industrial expansion, 
which is beginning to find a great 
army of adherents in Southern Cali- 
fornia, will attract new money to this 
section. The profits on this money 
will remain here in great part and as- 
sist in the upbuilding of further en- 
terprises,

OW LONG WILL THE WAR LAST? 
Since the war started the inevitable 
prophets have come to the front begging 
the world to remember that they told us 
so. Perhaps these second-sighted men and

Of course it is idle to speculate as to 


when the guns will be silenced. Previous 
wars are no guide to how long this one 
will last, but they serve as reminders that 
wars have lasted from seven weeks to 
thirty years. They also are useful as show- 
ing that the warring nations of today may 
be the allies of tomorrow. 

There still are living a few veterans of 
the last general European war. Some of 
them are passing their last days in poor- 
houses which fs not much of an encour- 
agement for a man to enlist and proves the 
truth of the old jingle that “it’s sweet for 
one’s country to fight; it’s sweet but de- 
cidedly rash; it brings honor and fame and 
a glorious name, but a mighty poor show- 
ing of cash.” | 

The Crimean war was the last general 
European conflict. The Germans speak to- 
day of being in arms against the world. 
The Russiags made the same claim sixty 
years ago when, in the Crimea, they were 
arrayed against France, Great Britain, Tur- 
key and Sardinia, while Austria and Prus- 
gia, though not taking actual part in the 
fighting, relieved the Czaf of some of his 
claims to Danubian territory. The Crimean 
war continued for about two years, start- 
ing with the Battle of Alma in September, 
1854, and ending in the spring of 1856, 
some months after the great naval arsenal 


| of Sebastopol had fallen. That war put @ 


after the disaster at Sedan, but was com- 
pelled to yield in February, 1871, and the 
victorious Prussians entered the city. It 
was three years before the last of the 
Prussian troops left France.

It left Germany in a state of 
exhaustion and with its population reduced 
by one-half, facts which only go to show 
that nations, although beaten to their knees, 


may rise again to proud eminence.

The United States, Spain, Great Britain, 
Italy, Russia and Japan all have been in- 
volved in war since 1898. In that year, on 
the night of February 15, the Maine was 
blown up in Havana harbor, where she had 
been sent to protect American interests in 
Cuba. Convinced that Spanish plotters 
were to blame, and convinced also that the 
people of Cuba ought to be free and inde- 
pendent of Spain, the United States en- 
gaged in a righteous war, which in seven 
and one-half months broke the power of 
Spain both on this continent and in the 
Phillippines. 

A few months later the Boer War be- 
tween Great Britain and the Transvaal and 
the Orange Free State centered the atten- 


tion of the world, and it took the British | 


three years to subdue their stubborn foes. 
It required the services of both Roberts 
and Kitchener at the front before the Boers 
sued for peace.

A member of the executive 
board of the State Federation told 
Me yesterday morning in no uncer- 
tain terms that such was not the case. 

At any rate, as the 
gentlenf¥mn of the pink sheet would 
say, here's the hop on the situation: 

The Los Angeles Woman's Invest- 
ment Club (some name to appear on 
a federation roster) was organized 
primarily to promote and further the 
interests of the women stockholders 
of the Los Angeles Investment Com- 
pany when the trash and all around 
smash-up occurred in that corpora- 
tion some time ago. A _ perfectly 
worthy and I may say laudable un- 
dertaking. Then some of the mem-

interests and apply for admission into

Tx winter months are the great! 


In California, the big stuff is just 
about to begin. From now until May 
or June, the athletic fields, golf links 
and polo fields will be going full blast. 

This promises to be the best win- 
ter in the history of the California 
beaches. Eastern people who have 
come to California to live are begin- 
ning to discover that our sea shores 
are more charming in winter than in 
summer. 


The surf is glorious after Septem- | pi 


ber and the boating is better because 
the winds are stronger. Purely from 
eastern habit, the Southern California 
yachtsmen have been accustomed to 
put their boats out of commission 
during the winter months; but this 
winter an unusual number will be 
kept in commission through the year. 

Wonderful activity from automo- 
bile touring parties is expected this 


winter. 

That the visiting motorists will 
spend $15,000,000 was the official 
data compiled yesterday by officials 
of the Automobile Club of Southern 
California. 

Details of possible expenditure by 
the 25,000 motoring parties which are 
expected by the club have been con- 
sidered to secure an average, each 


party to consist of three. Word from 


affiliated eastern organizations indi- 
cates that more than 15,000 automo- 
biles will come from east of the Cal- 
ifornia line. 

From the northern part of Califor- 
nia, Oregon and Washington, 7000 
automobiles are expected. This count 
is based upon the records kept at the 
Auto Club headquarters during the 
year 1913, when approximately 6500 
automobiles registered from north of 
the Tehachepi Pass. That this num- 
ber will be greatly increased during 
the fair year is indicated by the added 
number of automobiles in the State 
this year and the fact that motorists 
will pass through Los Angeles on 
their way to the Exposition at San 


ego. 

That $15,000,000 will be spent by 
25,000 motoring parties was the fig- 
ure reached by Frank M. Jordan of 
the Auto Club, who compiled the 
official statistics. A tabulated list on 
file at club headquarters shows that 
the expenses for a party of three in 
Southern California for a hypothe- 
cated trip from Los Angeles to San 
Diego, will be $18.90. This is exclu- 
sive of all personal purchases made 
and of all funds spent at the San 
Diego Exposition or en route from 
Los Angeles. 

If 25,000 visiting cars should reach 
California on the same day, the total 
expenditure would total $500,000. 
Merchants and manufacturers have 
taken note of this. 

In the report filed by Mr. Jordan 
the ‘following daily expenditure for 


one man and a car was shown: For 
gasoline, $1.40; for oil, 75 cents; daily 
tire depreciation, 50 cents; repairs, 
25 cents; lunch, $1; hotel, $3, and 
miscellaneous, $5. This is based up- 
on actual averages. Seven dollars is 
added for two additional people, as 
the average car will carry three. 

With $15,000,000 being paid into 
Southern California’s treasury, what 
completed highways will be offered 
to visiting motorists? 

Data compiled at the Auto Club 
shows that south of the Tehachepi 
6733 miles of graded highway are 
already offered, about 1000 miles of 
which is concrete with asphalt or oil 
surfacing. There will be 2000 miles of 
plain oiled and macadamized high- 
ways, with the balance of improved 
and graded dirt.

ended four games to three in favor 
of Detroiz. 

When the Cubs and Detroit hookeé 
up in 1908, Chicago took the first two 
games and the series, four games to 
one. 

The following year, the opening 
game between these clubs resulted in 
a tie after thirteen innings of nerve- 
racking baseball. Chicago then ran 
away with the series, taking four 
games straight. 

The White Sox took the opening 
game from the Cubs in the world’s 
series of 1906, and then startled the 
entire world by beating the Cubs for 
the championship. 

In 1905, the Giants whipped the 
Athletics in the first game, and took 
the series, four games to one. 

No series was played in 1994. 

In 1903, however, Pittsburgh won the 
opening game from Boston, and then 
went through the throes of losing the 
series, providing one of the few ex- 
ceptions to the rule that the bacon 
usually goes to the club getting a 
good getaway.

BY HUNDREDS OF MILES. 


Millions of dollars are now going 
into new flats, apartment-houses, 
emall commercial buildings and pri- 
vate homes tin this city and other mil- 
lions into industrial plants, ware- 
houges, wholesale buildings, pliers, 
docks and railway and vwaterway 
terminals in Los Angeles and its im- 
mediate vicinity. The grand total itn- 
vestment is staggering in its propor- 
tions. 

Some idea of the strides made by 
Los Angeles in the past five years 
may be gained from the records of 
construction activity preserved by the 
Los Angeles City building depart- 
ment. These show that from Septe:: - 


total of 66,617 permite were taken out 
for buildings of every class. The total 
cost of these is represented by the 
huge valuation aggregate of $125,796,- 
$96. The average for the half decade 
of 13.323 permits and a valuation of 
$25,159,399 a year has not been 
equaled by any other city of under 
1,000,000 population in the United 
States during the same period. 

The structural improvements of all 
kinds put up the past five years in Los 
Angeles. if set side by side, one touch- 
ing another, would make a solid front- 
age of approximately 260 miles in 
length. 

Of the permits issued since SGep- 
tember 39, 1909, about 30.000 were 
granted for the construction of private 
homes of one, one an@ a half and two 
stories each. These homes, if get in 
fifty-foot lots along both sides of a 
street, would line both sides of a 
thoroughfare 145 mfles tn length and 
unbroken by intersecting avenues. 
Such a street would extend in an un- 
broken series of green lawns from the 
southernmost point of the borough of 
Richmond tn New York City to a 
point well north of Albany. 


Instructions Issued to County Prop- 

erty-owners so that Delinquency 

May be Avoided. 
County Tax Collector Welch yester- 
day issued instructions to tax-payers 
in the form of a large poster, to fa- 


cilitate the payment of taxes at his 
office, on the fifth floor of the Hall 
of Records. The first installment will 
become due on Monday, October 12, 
and delinquent on November 30. The 
second installment will become due 
on Monday, January 4, 1915, and de- 
linquent on April 26. All protection 
district taxes for 1914 become payable 
today and delinquent on January 4, 
1915. Bills will be sent by mail upon 
request, but if not received by Oc- 
tober 20, the tax-payer is required to 
secure them at the tax office in the 
usual way. The protection district 
taxes are not included in the regu- 
lar State and coxnty tax bills apd 
separate bills must be secured there- 
for. 

Remittances will be accepted in 
bank draft, postoffice or express mon- 
ey order, or by certified personal 
check only. To avoid penalty such 
remittances must be in the office of 
the Tax Collector on the day the taxes 
become delinquent. Some persons have 
an idea that checks dated and mailed 
on that day conform to the law, but 
such is not the case,

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COLLEGE COURSES KEEP © 
SCHOOLS IN LEAD. 


ITH the beginning of the sec- 
ond year since their imtroduc- 
tion the success of post graduate 
or college courses in the high schools 
of Los Angeles has been shown. In 
extending its technical courses and 
providing college work this city, ac- 
cording to Supt. Francis, leads the 
country. 

‘Nearly twice as many students as 
last year have enrolled for advanced 
work, the greatest number being in 
Polytechnic High School. The pur- 
pose of the courses is primarily to 
give a considerable portion of the 
average college curriculum to  stu- 
dents who do not expect to go to col- 
lege. Many of those who enrolled this 
year, however, will, probably enter 
universities later. They will have the 
advantage, if they take the full 
amount of the work offered, of two 
years of college work and can either 
enter an advanced class or 
equipped to specialize along definite 
lines and make their university train- 
ing more valuable.

The innovation of two years post- 
graduate work was partly the out- 
come of the development of the 
technical departments of the city’s 
big high schools. Few cities of the 
United States offer as good school fa- 
cilities in the way of laboratories and 
machine shops and this year many 
important additions have been made 
to the equipment. 

The enrollment at all Les Angeles 
public schools yesterday, the closing 
day of the first month of the school 
year was in excess of 80,000. The 
total enrollment for the year, accord- 
ing to estimates of school officials, will 
be 100,000. Including private schools 
there are 110,000 to 115,000 school 
children in Los Angeles. 

The city now has an investment of 
more than $10,000,000 in school build- 
ings and equipment and will add near- 
ly 60 per cent. in the next year or 
two. Bonds to the amount of $4,600,- 
000 have been voted and approved.

JAUNTINESS GONE; 
MUST FACE JURY. 


DEBONAIR RICCARDI, ACCUSED 
EMBEZZLER, FAILS TO 
AVOID TRIAL. 


Attorney C. V. Riccardi, charged 


with embezzlement, received a stiff 
jolt yesterday afternoon, when Judge 
Craig squashed his attempt to have 
the case thrown out of court and 
told Riccardi that he would be com- 
pelled to stand trial. 

Riccardi appeared stunned when 
Judge Craig rendered his decision. 
For the first time since his spectacu- 
lar return to Los Angeles from Mo- 
naco, where he went to escape. the 
meshes of the law, the accused attor- 
ney seemed downcast and glum. His 
broad smile left him when he realized 
he had to prove his innocence of the 
criminal charge to a jury of his 
peers. 

Even after Judge Craig had ren- 
dered his decision, Riccardi begged 
th have the case dismissed. His ap- 
peals were in vain. 

Riccardi was then arraigned and 
entered a plea of “not guilty’? and 
his trial was set for October 16. Ric- 
cardi told the judge that it would 
not take thirty minutes to hear the 
case. 

“T won't put a single witness on 
the stand in my own defense,” he 
said. “I will prove my innocence by 
the testimony of Mrs. Alma Shaw, the 
State’s principal witness against me.” 
The charge against Riccardi is that 
he kept $1500 given to him by Wil- 
liam E. Shaw to deliver to Mrs. Shaw, 
to be used for the support of their 
child. The Shaws had separated. 
Deputy District Attorney Doran, 
who is prosecuting Riccardi, declared 
yesterday sensational matter will be 
brought out at the trial.

BURIED TREASURE 
ON OLD BROADWAY? 


INDIAN TALE TOLD IN 'FORTY- 
NINE TO SENORA WILL BE 
INVESTIGATED. 


A story of buried treasure told to 
Mrs. Isabel Mora, daughter of a Span- 
ish pioneer of California, in 1849, 
when she was a <hild, is to be inves- 
tigated. Her representative, Jose Or- 
tiz, applied to the Board of Public 
Works yesterday for a permit to ex- 
cavate under the sidewalk and in the 
street at Broadway and Buena Vista 
streets. The request was referred to 
the City Engineer. ‘ 

Mrs. Mora is the daughter of the 
late Jose Valencia, member of a 
prominent native family and at one 
time the owner of a rancho of vast 
extent. Mrs. Mora was living with 
her parents in the neighborhood of 
Broadway and Buena Vista § streets 
when an Indian servant told her that 
he had knowledge of a chest of gold 
and jewels which had been buried in 
the vicinity. 

Senor Valencia had plenty of money 
in those days and did not take the 
troubie to look for the treasure. After 
his death the property was sold by 
his widow, the step-mother of Mrs. 
Mora. 

Only Mrs. Mora and her father 
knew of the reported buried wealth. 
She said yesterday that she had post- 
poned the search from year to year, 
feeling no special need of the money. 
She decided recently to make the 
search so that her children might be 
benefited, should the quest prove suc- 
cessful. 

Mr. Ortiz, who ts a trusted friend 
of the Mora family, will begin exca- 
vating as soon as permission is ob- 
tained of the city. Mrs. Mora does not 
possess a diagram of the exact loca- 
tion where the chest is supposed to 
be buried, but she has kept watch at 
the street corner, and believes that 
the knows within ai few feet of 
where it lies.

Outnumbering the adherents of 
Johnson more than two to one and 
growing stronger each day, the host 
of Republican voters in Los Angeles 
county reached 107,178 last night.

MARKET IN ORIENT STEADILY 
IS BROADENING. 


General Development is Affording 
Opportunities for Extension of 
Trade in Grease, Standard Bulle- 
tin Says—War and Lubricants in 
Far East. 


That the present wave of progress 
in the Orient will mean the devel- 
opment of a demand in that country 
for an increasing amount of lubri- 
cating oil, 18 pointed out in ihe is- 
sue of the StanJard Off Company's 
raonthly bulletin. Oriental territory as 
an oll market has long received a 
great deal of attention from the Cali- 
fornia company, and a substantial 
trade has been built up. Other com- 
panies have within the last few years 
also made headway in developing a 
trade in various oil products with the 
Orient. 

“The present receptive attitude to- 
ward foreign machinery by people of 
many oriental countrtes promises 
much for thw lubricating business 
there,” say the bulietin. “Today no 
more than one-tenth of the entries 
into the port of Hongkong are sailing 
craft, whereas, fifteen years ago, cur 
leas, the number was fully one-third. 
Now coastwise steamers are numer- 
ous in the China Sea and the Japan 
Sea, and the number of power-driven 
vessels is increasing each year. 
“With this increase comes a corre- 
sponding increase in the demand for 
marine lubricating olls, a demand 
which will be greatly enhanced when 
the oriental trade realizes the im- 
petus that is bound to come with the 
opening of the Panama Canal. 

“To be added to this is the extensive 
development of Chinese railways, 
which is in sight under the new gov- 


‘lquantity of petroleum produced 


ernment, and this in itself ‘s a splen- 
did guarantee of a iargely increasing 
demand for lubricants in the Orient 
in the future. 

WAR AND OIL. 


“The subject of lubrication in the 
Orient becomes of Striking interest 
when it is recalled that the greatest 
war of modern times between Asi- 
atics and a white race arose over this 
selfeame question of lubricants,” the 
bulletin further saya “The Indian mu- 
tiny was precipitated when the Mo- 
hammedan troops in the British Fast 
Indian army were ordered to use bul- 
lock fat for cartridge lubrication. 

“The handling of this substance by 
Mohammedans would be followed by 
a loss of caste, and they refused. Cart- 
ridges for this branch of the English 
army service are nowadays greased 
with petroleum paste, and thus fric- 
tion in more ways than one has been 
overcome by the intreduction of pe- 
troleum lubricants into Asia.” 


PETROLEUM THE 
RAISON D’ETRE. 


IS PRINCIPALLY RESPONSIBLE 
FOR STATE’S HIGH MIN- 
ERAL RANK. 


That petroleum was principally re- 
sponsible for placing California first 
among the States west of the Missis- 
sippi River and fifth among all the 
States in the value of its mineral pro- 
duction, is indicated in a press bulle- 
tin recently issued by the United 
States Geological Survey. 

“California has for the last ten 
years rested its claim to prominence 
as @ mineral producer on its output 
of petroleum, in which it now leads 
all the other States, as Pennsylvania 
does in the production of coal.

VENICE FEARS FIRE-BUG: 


ENDANGERED.

ENICE, Sept. 30.—What seems 


BATH-HOUSE 
V to have been a bold attempt to 

get fire to the Venice bath-house 
was made this afternoon shortly aft- 
er 4 o'clock, on the roof of the big 
plunge. A pile of dry bathing suits 


had been saturated with coal oll and 


gasoline, and the floor near-by flood- 
ed with the liquid, causing a hot and 
dangerous blaze. 

Manager Dave Wilson of the bath- 
house happened to go to the roof at 
that time and a serious conflagration 
was narrowly averted. Wilson hurried- 
ly assembled his employees and the 
fire was quickly beaten out with wet 
bathing suits which were _ stripped 
from the drying lines. A generous 
quantity of salt water was also used 
to good advantage in extinguishing 
the flames. 

If the wood near which the saturat- 
ed suits had been piled had not been 


well coated with salt, from splashed 
water, the fire would have gained 
<<? headway in a much _ shorter 
time. 

Fire Chief Hubbard is investigating 
the cause of the blaze. it was but 
two weeks ago this evening that the 
converted bath-house, used as a High 
School, was burned, the origin being 
unknown. Since that time two resi- 
dences have been burned, both fires 
having started by what is thought to 
have been incendiaries. 

One side of the ‘bath-house has 
been converted into the Oceanic Ho- 
tel and if the flames had gained head- 
way enough, the whole bath-house 
would have soon been consumed. If 
the fire had not been so speedily put 
out the sea breeze would surely have 
cafried the conflagration across the 
promenade and into the heart of the 
business, district, which might have 
caused a loss equal to the fire in 
Ocean Park two years ago.

WATTS ELECTION 


LETTER OF LAW NOT APPLIED 
SCHOOL BALLOTING 
ASSERTS JUSTICE. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE } 

WATTS, Sept. 30—Upon motion 
of Attorney Hoag for the defense in 
the trial today of 8S..J. Ellis, City 
Marshal of Watts, before Justice Cas- 
sidy at Huntington Park, for alleged 
infraction of the election law at a re- 
cent school-bond election in Watts, 
the complaint was dismissed upon 
the ground that the strict letter of the 
election law was not applicable to 
school elections. 

Following this decision three other 
complaints against: W. W. Coates, 
public school principal, and QJ. 8. 
Lange and F. 8. Ayers, City Trustees, 
were dismissed upon motion of Dep- 
uty District Attorney Richardson. The 
charges and testimony being pract'i- 
cally the same as in the case of Ellis. 

These charges grew out of an at- 
tempt on the part of the “dry” fac- 
tion to defeat the recent voting of 
$35,000 bonds for the construction of 
an additional grammar school for 
Watts. It was alleged that the men 
who were made defendants in this 
action had electioneered in favor of 
the bonds within 100 feet of the 
polls, 

The present grammar school in 
Watts, which is a handsome and com- 
modious building, was erected in 
1911 at a cost of $30,000 and was 
designed to accommodate the increas- 
ing nmumber of school children of 
Watts for some years; but the rapid 
increase in the enrollment of chil- 
dren last year and the still greater 
number this year has created crowded 
conditions in the schocl. Additional 
desks are installed everywhere, in the 
library, in the halis and in the audi- 
torium. 

The present tot..1 enrollment is 630 
pupils and eighteen teachers, of which 
210 pupils and six teachers are in ex- 
cess of what can comfortably be ta- 
ken care of. 

The need of an additional school 
is apparent and since the election and 
sale of the bonds steps are being ta- 
ken to acquire land and erect a suit- 
able building on. the west side of 
town.

officer. When taken before Judge 
George R. Holbrook this morning Mc- 
Clellan was fined $20 with a warning 
that another offense of the same kind 
would land him in jail. 

McClellan, who gives his age as 19, 
and the girl first hit the high places 
in the business section of the city, do- 
ing an alleged forty-miles an hour, 
and Officer Brogan, who was out for 
the purpose of taming night-speeders, 
gave chase. 

Three times the officer called upon 
the speeder to stop and three times 
McClellan made a pretense of stopping 
only to spurt ahead again when Bro- 
gan slacked speed. 

Finally, with his speedometér regis- 
tering sixty-four miles an hour when 
only the slightest twist to the steering 
gear would result in certain death, 
the motor officer took a desperate 
chance and shaking the glove from his 
right hand, succeeded in drawing a 
reyolver from his pocket.

CROP REPORTS.

WHITTIER, Sept. 30.—The recent-|/ 


ly-organized Whittier Cannery Asso- 
ciation has been started and 6000 cans 


of tomatoes are being packed daily. 
The plant has new equipment com- 
plete and employs about fifty hands. 
It is expected that the season will 
extend to the middle of December this 
year. The cannery is in its own 
building, which is adjacent to the 
Whittier Vegetable Union, the two or- 
ganizations working well together. 
Only the extra-smooth tomatoes are 
packed for shipment, and those not 
up to the high grade required for 
long shipments are readily cared for 
by the cannery. : 

The unusual rains of last winter, 
followed by a summer noted for its 
coolness, has caused an abnormal 
growth of black scale and pepper trees 
are found infested with this pest far 
more than commonly. An edict has 
gone forth here that the beautiful pep- 
pers surrounding Central Park must 
be cleaned up. Heavy pruning and a 
thorough fumigation or spraying will 
be ordered by the City Trustees. The 
work will be started soon. 

THRESHING BEANS. 

[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE 
. VENTURA; Sept. 30.—Bean-thresh- 
ing is now going on all over the coun- 
ty, with nearly every one of the nine- 


teen threshers in service. The crop] setting beans. 


is turning out enormously and prom- 
ises to set the record. The estimates 
on returns vary from 1,200,000 to 
1,500,000 bags and will easily go over 
a million. This will be the largest 
return ever in the county. There 
has been no increase in acreage in 
the county over other years, but the 
long, cool and foggy summer has 
caused the great increase in produc- 
tion. 

The fields threshed so far show an 
average of five or six more sacks to 
the acre over the production of last 
year, and the production, unlike that 
of last year, is uniform, one field 
showing as well as another. The 
beans have nearly all been sold, too, 
or contracted for at a gilt-edge fig- 
ure, over $5.50 per hundred. It is 
estimated that fully two-thirds of the 
output has already gone by contract. 
The farmers are jubilant over the out- 
look and anticipate a good figure for 
the remaining unsold beans. 

GREAT HARVEST. 

[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE 
OXNARD, Sept. 30.—Reports from 
bean harvesters show that the crop 
is running well ahead of last year in 
most sections. Thomas McCormick, 
owner of considerable acreage im the 
Camarillo district, harvested 3000 
sacks from 135 acres, or 1300 more 
sacks than last year. An increased 
production of 300 sacks on a fifty- 
acre field is reported from the Jo- 
seph Olivas ranch. Practically all 
threshing outfits in the county are 
busy, every bean grower desiring to 
take advantage of the present ideal 
weather for bean threshing, cutting 
and drying. 

A prominent Oxnard bean broker 
who has been gathering data from 
various sections of the State, 
mates that the total lima bean output 
this year will reach a total of 1,500,- 
000 bags, or 300,000 more than it has 
ever produced. This heavy produc- 
tion is not expected to have any effect 
on the price, which is now $5.60 a 
hundred pounds, with a large part of 
the crop contracted. Local growers 
interested in the black-eye district 
around Santa Ana have harvest 
fourteen sacks to the acre this year, 
as against seven sacks last year.

ON WITNESS STAND TELL OF 
ABNORMAD ACTS. 


Alleged Conduct of Parent in 
House with Five Girls Amazing. 
Doctor Declares Her Victim of 
Husband’s Inhumanity — Spouse 
Names Two in Divorce Complaint. 


The divorce suit of W. E. Dysart, 
cattle-buyer for the Cudahy Packing 
Company, against Dora H. Dysart, very 
thoroughly gone into in Judge Mon- 
roe’s court yesterday, showed an amaz- 
ing state of affairs. The Dysarts have 
been married twenty-three years. 
There are five daughters, ranging in 
years from 21 to 12 years, three of 
whom testified against their mother. 
If the acts alleged to hav2 been com- 
mitted by Mrs. Dysart in the house 
occupied by herself and the girls are 


found true, they stamp her as ab- 
normal. 


Mr. Dysart, through Attorney Nance. 
in his complaint names Charles Alli- 
son and Charles Poole as corespond- 
ents. Mrs. Dysart denies misconduct, 
but admits that she frequently en- 
tered the room of Mr. Allison with a 
kimono over her nightgown and her 
hair braided for retiring, and read to 
him. She said he was companionable. 
She also said he was Mr. Dvysart’s 
cousin. Mr. Dysart testified he did not 
know Allison, but found him at his 
wife’s house. He appeared very much 
at home, too much so to suit Mr. Dysant 
who at that time was separated from 
his wife. 

Mr. Dysart ran both Allison and 
Poole out of the house. He also told 
two other men, friends of Allison, who, 
he said, were like bums and whom 
he found sitting on the front porch 
altogether at home, to “beat it.” 

Mrs. Dysart said that she first 
learned of Allison when he telephoned 
her, saying he was Mr. Dysart’s cousin. 
She said she tried to reform him. At 
her instigation he was sent to Patton 
for intoxication. 

Another feature of the case was 
‘brought in by Mrs. Dysart. A physician 
testified reluctantly that Mrs. Dysart 
had been a victim of her husband's in- 
humanity. He said, also reluctantly, 
that Mr. Dysart told him of his affair 
with another woman. 

The physician said Mr. Dysart did 
not go so far in his confidences as to 
give the name of the woman. His 
testimony caused the court to remark 
that if a husband is inhuman to his 
Wife, it was practically none of his 
business ifs she becomes indiscreect 

The case was continued until today 
to enable Attorney Moote to show 
proof of Mr. Dysart’s desertion of Mrs. 
Dysart.

SUES FOR WAGES. 

WOMAN VS. AGED VETERAN. 
Capt. Solomon Thayer, who had an 
honorable record in the Civil War, 
living alone and feeling the necessity 
of a housekeeper, advertised for a 
go00d woman to take care of the house 
at No. 812 Mateo street. The advertise- 
ment caught the eye of Mrs. Mary 
Embree, a widow with a grown son, 
and after an interview with the cap- 
tain, the latter approved her and she 
was installed in the home. 

This was two years ago, when Capt. 
Thayer was 82. Yesterday the soldier 
and the widow faced each other in 
Judge Wilbur’s court, the widow as 
plaintiff in a suit to recover from the 
captain, $1050 alleged to be due for 
wages. She alleged that he gave her 
a room and board worth $630, but no 
wages, which she set down as reason- 
ably worth $80 a month, considering 
that she acted as nurse to him, as he 
was in health. 

Capt. Thayer, vigorous at 8&4, dis- 
claims that he was sickly. He said 
he did not need a nurse, but he did 
need a housekeeper, and the widow 
agreed to come in that capacity for 
board and lodging and personal ex- 
penses, which he advanced. This was 
all conditional upon the theory that 
they would be harmonious. | 

A trial of three months convinced 
‘him, he said, that there was no har- 
mony between them. He savs she 
turned out to be domineering, abusive, 
hysterical and boisterous. She called 
him a “black-hearted hypocrite” and 
likened him to Annanias, and he told 
her to pack up.
